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Boiler Explosions. 


Sinoe the explosion of the boiler on 


board the Stalen bland ferry boat West- 
field, whioh kUled and wounded aboul 
150 persons, the "wise men o! ti»»< east" 
have given most exhaustiTe, ambigvon* 
and learned dissertations throngb the pub- 
lic journal* >n the cause of that calamity 
The consequence is, that they hare raised 
a Tory serious, doubt in the mind* oi or- 
dinary people, as to whether steam U utij 
safer to handle, than fulminating po 
ot nitroglycerine. .In a place like the 
Oil Region where we are surrounded by a 
forest ot derricks; and nearly erery der- 
rick has its steam boiler, the truth at 
falsity of their statement* U of the utmost 
importance. Without going into^the in 
tricate details of the numerous theories 
advanced, we will gire a few praotioa 
hints which arejuppoaed to be known by 
every oompatent engineer in charge of a 
boiler. It has often been justly claimed 
that.a much larger piopoition of explosions 
have occurred from un excets of pressure, 
than from low water in the boiler, faulty 
construction, unequal expansion, ot an; 
molecular ot atomic change in the iron 
itself. As an illustration, we may refer 
to the recent boiler explosion on Church 
Rue, where a low days prerlousto the ac- 
cident, 170 pounds of steam was carried on 
an old and worn out shell, whioh, when 
new, was only calculated to stand with 
safety 100 pounds to the ftjuaie inch. In 
tho case of the West field, enough ha* been 
shown to proro thit not avon ordinary 
diligence was exercised to guard against 
excessive pressure, by the colored man 
Robinson, whom Mr. Yand*rbuilt, to nse 
his own expresaioc, "considered the bos 
engineer in the serfloa of Ihe company." 
It i* very natural for a wealthy and inflo. 
ontial company, like the one in question 
to employ the highest talent in the oonntrw 
to suddenly conjure up and exhibit before 
the pabho the most intricate and impiob- 
able theories concerning the cause of boiler 
explosions, and further) to mystify the 
legal authorities not versed in such sub- 
jects, into the belief that their man Rob- 
inson, and consequently they themselves 
ore blamele??. It is also very natural for 
the public to be overawed by improbable 
theories emanating from high I0ienti3o 
authority, rather than accept plain anc 
readily understood matters of fact. Il 
howsvcr appears from the evidence thai 
the safety v.av; oi tha Wutfield's. boiler 
was in a "shocking condition,'* and was so 
badly corroded that it could not be tellei 
upon to indicate pr^laore, and also tha' 
Robinson had timeored with the Icokec 
gauge, and he bad therefore <tw means ol 
approximating the probable pressure. In 
fact tho pressure ot the boiler might haw 
been double what he was legally allowed 
to carry, without his being aware of It. 
This having Jbeen proved, the probable 
cause of the explosion is self-evident, and 
there is no necessity for launching oul 
into theories much lass capable of proof. 
We have a very certain method of. de- 
terminicg tha height of water in a boiler 
both by gacgs cocks and water gang**, 
and the extremo danger of allowing the 
water to go below a certain poitt ia to 
thoroughly imbued Into the mind* of en' 
gineers, and in fact of every one who 
knows anything about a boiler, that the 
utmost caution is constantly exeicised;h> 
this particular. Hot ao with the pressure.' 
A boiler ia generally tested to a much 
higher pressure than thesafety valve level 
indicate?, and engineers are aware of this 
fact. When necessity requites they there- 
fore imagine there is no risk in putting aa 
unknown weight on their safety valve, and 
trusting to tho spring eteam gangs to de- 
termine the pressure. They as a claw are' 
very careless in this respect, and think 
nothing of patting a preaauro of 120 to ISO 
pounds on a boiler which the maker marks 
on the end ot tho IfcYtr, is only calcu- 
lated to stand 100 pounds. Having done 
this once or twice without accident, the 
experiment 1st wpeatcd, but under differ- 
ent cironmstanoes. The safety valve be- 
comes rusty, and, perhaps, will not move 
even with a pressure of 200 pounds. The 
steam frrogo has got oat of order, and the 
cog-wheels are so hard to move that when 
it indicates 150 pounds the real pressure 
is, perhaps, 200 pounds, Can an explo- 
sion under suoh circumstances be won- 
dered at ? Tut hundred? ot boilers ate ion 
in this manner ever/ day. If an employer 
wishes to be immao jlately safe in this par- 
ticular, all that ia r. quired is to fasten In 
his boiler a fusible plug which will melt 
with, an excess of pressure, let cut the 
steam, and give warning to the .engineer. 
Oa the other hand, no one should ever 
trust a safety valve whioh is not lifted 
onoo oi twico a day, and kept thoroughly 
clean, ot put an extra weight on the end 
ot the lever. Steam gauge* ate also, very 
unreliable. Two ehculd always be en- 
played instead ofjoae, and when the/ Jcloi 
not correspond, they should at once b* re- 
paired. With these precautions, a boiler 
properly constructed of good material, 
may be rua with perfect safety by. 
any one who understand* hi* business.

- Oil News. 


The Pittsburgh Dispatch, ol yester- 


day, contains tho following: 


A gentleman informs us that there are at 
>resent ten new .wells tfoing down at 
S-ist Sandy—nine of whioh are drilling 
and the other one nearly ready. Tiro of 
:hese wells will be completed Inside of 
two weeks. There are now six pumping 
wells in the East Sandy district, averag- 
ing from fifteen to fifty barrels daily. The 
new well struck yesterday ia yielding fully 
Hfty barrels per day. The gaa continues 
to flow from the old burning well with 
undiminished force. Pipes have been 
[aid from this well to all the wells in the 
neighborhood—about twenty—and they 
are all run by gas. With this largo 
amount utilized, it is estimated that 
enough to run fifty additional wells is al- 
lowed to go to waste. From twelve to 
twenty wells are projected, the necessary 
lumber for derricks, &o., being already 
on the ground in many cases. The pros- 
peoU of the oil operators in the Eait 
Sandy oil district are very flattering, 
there being no doubt of striking oil in 
evory welt pnt down. 


A well ia now being drilled In Little 


Scrubgraes, in Batter county, near Ander- 
son'* Mills, which al a depth oi 1,000 feet 
struck} a third sand which appears to 
yield an abundant supply of oil. The 
drillers 
have 
already penetrated the 


sand to a depth of about thirty feet, and 
are still drilling away, as they have not 
yet succeeded in getting through thoeand. 
Intense excitement prevails in the neigh- 
borhood. Operators are anxions to secure 
leases. This well is in Butler oonnty, 
about five miles weet of Einolton. Wo 
get onr information from one who has 
been on the ground. Although the well 
has not commenced to pump, large quan- 
tities of oil are brought np in the sand 
pump, and the indioations are that the 
well will provo a good one._ People will 
cease to talk of the soap mines of Butler; 
und they will hereafter have something tc 
say of her extensive oil wells.

rectilinear outlines with her shrubbery 
and Cowers. 
The wild plants and the 


bashes which tbe operations of husbandry 
have driven from the fields, retreat with 
confidence within the shadow of the walls, 
assured tLere of protection and auhome ; 
who deliberately could denude a wall of 
this, tta ornamental clothing ? 


At this season ttsse mural fences are 


particularly charming. The wood-line 


- olinga to them caressingly, its topmost ten- 


dnlaeven turning as if loth to go; the 
blue flowers of the bitter sweet (5Wannz» 
duZ#tTO,rra) look oat from unexpected brat* 
nies, while its green and scarlet berries 
are ripening in tbe sunlight, the hard-hack 
and the meadow-sweet are lovely in their 
pink and white attire; and early golden- 
rods with wands of yellow impart a sad- 
dened glory to the scene. The rich clus- 
ters of the barberry are gradually as- 
suming their brilliant scailet and the 
white-topped aster is suggestive of those 
stars of bluoand gold which shortly will 
appear. The broad white cymes of the 
elder have yielded to the opening cleihra, 
the fragrant blossoms «f which well'-sup- 
ply their place. Of course the vegetation 
vanes according to the location of the 
wall. The drier region has by preference 
been described as more easily observed 
and more striking in its beauty—a beauty 
that increases as tba year declines, and 
reaches its perfection perhaps in Sep- 
tember. 


Then is the tune to notice the pictur- 


esque effect of stone walls in the scenery. 
As tho poet has observed, they do not ol 
necessity a " prison make"—and to minds 
that are innocent and quiet may afford a 
pleasing; hermitage.
